Tallahassee, Fla., February 2.—(Spe- 
cilal.)}—The railroad commission of Fiori- 
da will strive to correct railroad abuses 
in this state by the exercise of the fin- 
power vested in it by law. Many 
complaints are before the commission, al- 
leging that the railroads doing business 
in Florida are failing or refusing to per- 
form the duties of common carriers—in 
other words, that shippers cannot get 
freight moved. The bulk of the com- 
plaints are laid against the Seaboard Air 
Line and Atlantic Coast Line railways, 
and the railroad commission, after treat- 
with them for months and trying 
to reach an understanding which would 
secure better service for the people of 
Florida, has adopted a more severe policy 
and will impose fines upon the roads in 
al Gases where violation of law and the 
rules of the commission are established 
against these or any other transporta- 
tion companies under the jurisdiction of 
the commission. 

lfearings of complaints were set for 
this week, and the railroads, appreciat- 
ing the importance of the precedents to 
be set and the action taken, sent here 
to represent them before the commission 
their leading solicitors and their general 
Superintendents, besides a number of 
lesser officials of the legal and traffic 
departments.

position fully understood by my congre- 
gation. 

Once, in 1894, with my father, an han- 
ored Baptist preacher of North Carolina, 
and several other ministers, [I saw the 
inside of a theater for the first time and 
with two exceptions the last time, In a 
play entitled “The Sign of the Cross,” 
by Wilson Barrett. 

The effect of that play on both of us 
was profoundly religious. I used its story 
of Christian heroism in a sermon without 
concealment of the fact that I had seen 
the play. But to the one who spoke to me 
about it “I did not say that I attended 
the theater when the play was of the 
right sort.” 

I simply replied that I had been to the 
theater once fn my life and was helped 
by what I saw and heard. 

Now I do not denounce theaters indls- 
criminately, neither am [ their defender 
discriminatingly. That some plays are 
good and do good I know. That the 
majority of plays that come to Atlanta 
do no good and suggest evil in a fascinat- 
ing glamour I am convinced. I have 
been witness to the injury of the mati- 
nee habit on young girls and boys of my 
acquaintance. Therefore the influence of 
my ministry is to discourage theatergo- 
ing. Yet as in other things I seek to do 
no violence to the truth by wholesale and 
intemperate denunciation, In a recent ser- 
mon 1 touched upon this matter in this 
wise: 

“If the Christians who patronize 
theater indiscriminately could realize 
much girlish modesty and womanly vir- 
tue had to be sacrificed in order to cre- 
ate that bevy of chorus girls for their 
brief entertainment would there be no 
revulsion in their hearts?’ 

My feeling {is this, that when preachers 
generally indorse the theater because it 
is not wholly bad and because some 
plays are absolutely good, there will be 
no One left to resent thg vast number 
of plays that are wholly evil. 

I personally sacrifice my decided love 
of the histrionic and do not attend even 
the good plays that come to Atlanta be- 
cause there are so many who would 
mistake my approval of the good as an 
indorsement of the theater as an insti- 
tution without discrimination. 

I write this communication because the 
editorial quotation leaves the Impression 
that I am a theatergoer, which, of course, 
nearly every one knows is not the fact. 
When Thomas Dixon, Jr., was in Atlanta 
he came with Mrs, Dixon to my church on

Sunday and made a personal invitation 
to myself and family to occupy his box 
as a friend to witness the performance of 
his play. 

I could not accept and so frankly told 
him. He respected my reasons.

thern. It is preposterous to talk of lift- 
Ing men to a higher life by “living their 
lives.” Were this true the (Christian 
worker must drink with the drunkard and 
gamble with the gambler if he would 
help them, and the missionary must be 
an tdolater elSe he will not be ‘‘one with 
them.”’ 

One of the Atlanta churches was once 
served by a minister who went to the 
saloons and gambled for drinks, but noth- 
ing is said of any remarkable moral or 
spiritual uplift to those men whose lives 
he lived. This is an extreme case, and 
we are all glad that Atlanta has had but 
one, but it shows the falsity ©f such 
reasoning. 

The fact that many church members at- 
tend the theater is not in itself evidence 
that it Is right, or that they think it Is 
right. Thousands. of people in the church 
and out of it are doing, day after day, 
in pleasure and in business, things they 
know to be wrong, not having the cour- 
age of their convictions. 

A large fpeecentage of theatergoing 
church members would be disappointed 
in their pastors and fee] humiliated at 
meeting them in the theater. A young 
business man sajd to me the other dav 
concerning hfs pastor, “I don’t know 
whether he goes to the theater or not, 
and I am afraid to ask him, for I Dbe- 
lieve he does and [I would rather not 
know it, if he does.” 

This feeling on the part of the people 
t= so generally recognized that if a 
minister wishes -to indulge in theater- 
going he drops in to see some play while 
in some distant city. 

It is true that “organized religion is 
making mighty progress in this day and 
age,” but it is also true tat the ac- 
knowledged leaders of the spiritual forces, 
making possible this progress, are not 
found in the theater party. 

Preaching against the theater has never 
prejudiced the world against the church, 
The world criticizes the church far more 
for going to the theater than for preach-
